Newly submitted claims 1 3 3, 4, 6-9, 18 and 19 are directed to an invention that is 
independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

The amended claims are directed to an electromagnetic interference suppressor which is 
different from the elected thin film in that a suppressor need not have the claimed structure and 
composition.
